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HARRY RASHMAJIAN 


1913 - 1951 


On August 23rd we here at the hospital suffered a 
great personal loss in the sudden death of our friend, 
Harry Rashmajian. His death was not only a personal loss 
to each and everyone of us but also a great loss to the 
hospital as an institution, for Harry personified the true 
spirit which should imbue a hospital. William Shakespeare 
would have said of him, "He was full of the milk of human 
kindness," 


To do the memory of Harry true justice will take a more 
accomplished writer than myself, but as Director of the 
hospital and as a friend, I will attempt to do my best for 
I owe a great personal debt to Harry. 


There were many facets to Harry's personality and character, 
and as I have reflected on them over the past weeks, it seems 
to me that there was one characteristic which stood out among the many. That was loyalty. 


Harry was first loyal to the hospital as an institution in that he was always working for the 


hospital and not for himself alone. He was intensely loyal to me personally and was continually 


pointing out to me things that I could do to better the hospital's relationship between the 
staff, personnel and patients. 


Harry radiated friendship, as we all know, and again he was intensely loyal to his friends. 
Although he probably knew what was going on in the hospital better than anyone else, he never 
broke the confidence of a friend. Even if I had wanted to, I could never have pried out of 
him information that he might have considered bordering on disloyalty. 


Harry was a master in his vocation. From a professional as well as a business angle, he ran 
his department so efficiently it left nothing more to be desired by the administration. Even 
with all his shrewdness and business acumen he had a great sense of loyalty in serving the 
patients, especially the clinic patients. Hospitals have a reputation, deservedly or not, of 
being cool and indifferent to their clinic patients. But Harry's innate feeling of thoughtful 
consideration for the less fortunate moved him to treat these patients,particularly with 
consummete kindness. 


I mentioned Harry's shrewdness. There was no better buyer in the city than he. He could 
squeeze the last penny from the salesmen from the purchase price of drugs. I can hear him 
chuckle now as I write this, for one of his great delights was to strike a bargain. Yet, he

had as many friends among the salesmen as he did among us for he was loyal toa strict 
code of business ethics. 


Harry's greatest loyalty and benefaction was to the retired personnel. He was the one who 
conceived the Christmas Fund for them. Enlisting the help of others at Christmas time, a fund 
amounting to approximately $300. would be raised from among us each year. Then he would find 
out what things might bring special joy to the retired employees at Christmas, and a few days 
before he would tell me that on a certain evening he would drive me to their homes to present 
them with the gifts and to extend the season's greetings on behalf of you. He would withhold 
some of the money and during the year, as long as the funds lasted, when anemployee became 


-sick he would see that a gift, such as a bottle of wine or a plant, was sent to the employee. 


After his death, it was most natural and unusually fitting that the personnel spontaneously 
suggested thet a fund be created to be known as the Harry Rashmajian Memorial Fund to be used 
for purposes mentioned above. To date, this fund amounts to $512.00. 


The Board of Managers as well as the personnel was well aware of Harry's unique contributions 
to the services of the Hospital for Special Surgery. At the last meeting, the Board passed 
the following resolution: 


"It was RESOLVED that the Society accept contributions in memory of Harry 
Reshmajian to be held and applied as a separate fund, with the advice of a 
committee of personnel és from time to time appointed by the Director, in 
the hope that the funds will be used in & manner consistent with the 
practices of Harry Rashmajian at Christmas and other seasons which were 
so valuable to the hospitel." 


Harry left a lerge legacy of friends. 
It might be a trite expression to say that Harry was one in ten thousand. But, it is true.

In the passing of Harry Rashmajian on August 23rd, the Nursing Division lost a loyal friend.

He made certain that 
their prescriptions were filled immediately and that they had all the drugs they needed for 
their comfort énd recovery. He never failed to visit and cheer all the hospitalized employees. 
His joviel personality endeared him to all who came in contact with him. That was Harry, 
always kind, thoughtful, helpful - serious, and yet full of life and pranks.

Hie death was an awful shock to all of us here, as well as to the many patients, who grew to 
know and love him, and to whom he wes always very kind. 


I know he would not like any fuss to be made about him, as he was very modest and his work at 
the hospital was his life. 


He was a wonderful friend. If he should happen to hear of some employee's illness or 

trouble he was the first one to sey "What should we do for them" and the next minute a 
little gift or something was on it's way. He was always doing things for people, and 

many people were unaware of his kindness. 


Harry had a keen sense of humour, and we had meny leughs about the experiences and remarks 
which we have very often at the Clinic Desk. 


You could fill a bock if you really wanted to tell all about Harry, but all I say in ending - 
he wes "A Wonderful Guy", and may he be as happy where he is as the many, many people he 
mede happy.

The loss of Harry Rashmajian came as a great shock to his many friends in the Hospital. He 
was the best pharmacist we ever had and built up his department in eight years from a small 
unit dispensing a few more or less routine drugs to a big business, which has been definitely 
profitable to the Hospital. He accomplished this, not only by his knowledge of pharmacy and 
accumulating a varied stock in a small space, but chiefly by his untiring willingness to 

help doctors in securing the drugs that they wanted for their patients. All through the 
early days of Penicillin, when it was a new and scarce drug, he obtained Penicillin when 

it was lacking in other and bigger hospitals. The same has been true of Cortisone and 

ACTH in the last three years. Other hospitals were finding it impossible to obtain it, but 
our patients always had it. These are only a few examples of his efforts as a pharmacist, 
but his influence extended far beyond his own job in the Hospital. He was a friend of every- 
one in the Hospital, no matter what his position. He was untiring in his efforts to help 
others, as exemplified by his sponsorship of a Christmas Fund in behalf of Hospital employees. 


His passing gives me a real sense of personal loss and I miss his friendly figure hustling 
about through the Hospital doing the many jobs that he did so well. He is an example of 

the fact that the Hospital lives and succeeds in its work by team-work, and the role of every 
employee or staff member is important in making that work successful.
